Giles Barnardiſton, deceaſed,tbat there may be lit- 
tle need of,or room for mine; for as it was Queſtio- 
ned indays paſt, What ſhall the man ſay that vometh 
after the King ? 1o may ſome demand of me, Whar 
caxſhthon write or ſay of Giles Barnardiſton, which 
others have net hit of, and fully hinted ? Neverthe- 
leſs,confidering the Acceptation that the Widows 
Mite, (caſt (out of Love and good Will) into 
the Lords Treaſury) met with in dayes paſt, and 
in Generations that are gone, encourages me to 
write ſomething of this good man, beſides the 
endearedneſs of Aﬀection that was betwixt vs, 
having (fince he was convinced of God's bleſſed 
Truth) travelled with him into forreign Parts, in 
company with Thema: Green (by which I had the 
!arger Kxpcrience of his temper and ſpirit) obliges 
me hereunto. 
As to his manly Part he was naturally Aﬀable, 
Courteous, Gentle and Lovely,being well deſcends 
zd by Parents on both ſides; he had the Education 
of Worldly Learning, skilfull in Martial Aﬀairs ; 
but his more noble Part, for which my Sovl loved 
him, unte which 1 deſire to bear my Teſtimony, 
is unto his Vpreghtneſs, Wiſdom, Patience and 
Sineority;, he feared God andeſchewed Evil. Its 
true, he was once in the Vanity of his Mind, ard 
a fighting man, but ſeeing ſuch a Deluge of Wick- 
dnefs, like a mighty Torrent come and coming 
Into the Nation (1m behalf of which he never took 
up Arms at ft) it grieved his Righteous Soul, 
lo that he layes down his Commiſhon, comes to 

Wormingford-Loeage in Eſſex, applyes his heart ts 
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Wiſdom (of which Solomon in his day teſtified, 
was better than Weapons of War) betakes himſelf to 
a more tri, ſober and private Life, than forme. 
ly, which had much conſiſted in worldly Pleaſures 
and Delights (which many of the Sons of men 
call Pa/tiwe and Recreation) inthe midſt of which, 
I have oft heard himfay, He had no true Content 
nor Satisfattion, for a Sting was inthe Tail of the 
beſt of them, and Bitterneſs their latter end; and 
how that i the midſt of his Mirth, Sports and 
Follitry,his Heart was oft made ſad; Reft and Peace 

with the Lord he had not, neither going out nor co- 
wing in, lying down nor up-riſing ;, but when he was 

alone, and his Mind was inwardly retired ts the 

Lord, the breathing deſire of his Soul was, vhat 

he world lift up the Light of his Countenance upon 

him, ſhew him the Path of Life, and lead him.in 

the Way which was Everlaſting (for he was ſenſible 

the Way in which he had walked, ledto the Chambers 

of Death, and his ſteps took hold of Hell) making 

oft times Reſolutions in his Hears, could he but find 

out that Path, and meet with that People whe were 

ſeeking the Lord with their whole Heart, he would 
«iligently ſeek. with them; for he ſaw thorow and 
over aft Out-ſide Prefeſſions and Profeſſers.s And 
being inclined to try and ſearch into the Principles 
of the People of the Lord called Qxakers, about 
1661. he inſome ſhort time after invited ſome 0 
them to his Heuſe,and it happened that George Foxf 
Junior, was then at Colcheſter, . who taking Georgeſ ,- 
Wetherly with him,had freedom to ride to viſit him, "* 
whom eſpying he invited him into big Houſe,wherg $U

George diſcourfing him about the Principles of 
Truth, Zew that Chrift Feſua,the Light of the World, 
' who had taſted Death for every Alan, had alſo ous 
of his Unwerſal Love to all mankind lighted thew, 
to the end that nene ſhould Periſh and abide in 
Darkneſs, but (through believing #n him and fal- 
lowing of him ) might have the Light of Life, and ſe 
come to the knowledge of the T-uth and be ſaved . 
And alſo, bow that for men to deſpiſe and refuſe 
thes tnſhining Light of Chrgſt Jeſus m their Hearts 
and Conſciences, was to rejeft thir own Mercy, 
ehuſe their own Deluſions, and ne:leF their own 
Salvation, nay, to rejett Chriſt Feſus himſelf, whe 
(according to his. gracious Words at his departure, 
promiſed, that He that's WITH you ſball be IN 
you) tu tender Mercy, and in good Will to the Sous 
and Daughters of men was come nigh to viſit them, 
to preſerve their Eyes from Tears, their Feet from 
falling, and their Sonls frem Death by which 
tender the Lord is Clear from all mens Blood, and 
therr .

To this purpoſe he ſpoke; all 
which ſo well ſuiting, not only with the Toſti-

o $ument ought fo prevail) rhat he imbraced it fox __ - *
